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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information referred to in the information disclosure statement 
filed April 13, 2004 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , it cannot be determined if Applicant 
intends to positively claim the combination of a vehicle seat assembly and a floor tub 
within a vehicle floor, or the subcombination of a vehicle seat assembly for use with a 
floor tub within a vehicle floor. Lines 1 to 2 appear to set forth the subcombination. 
Note the recitation of a "vehicle seat assembly for storage in a floor tub within a vehicle 
floor". Lines 24 to 25 appear to set forth the combination. Note that the medial seat 
axis of the vehicle seat assembly is recited as "being laterally off-set from the central tub 
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axis" of the floor tub within a vehicle floor. Clarification in the claim language is 
required. Similarly note lines 27 to 28 where the medial seat axis of the vehicle seat 
assembly is recited as "being in substantial alignment with said central tub axis" of the 
floor tub within a vehicle floor. Similarly note claim 6, where the medial seat axis is 
recited as "in substantial alignment with said central tub axis". Similarly note claim 7, 
where the lateral translational axis of the vehicle seat assembly is recited as 
"substantially transverse to" ... "said central tub axis". The remaining claims are 
indefinite since each depends from an indefinite claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A vehicle seat assembly that is foldable into a storage are is 
shown by each of Maruta et al (6375255), Watanabe et al (6827394), Rhodes et al 
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(200401 001 15), and Cannera et al (5195795). A vehicle seat assembly that is movable 
laterally is shown by each of Krause (2858877) and Miyahara et al (6435590).
